B* the time this article appears permission may have been 

granted by Birmingham Corporation to the National 
Society to go ahead with the £500,000 building programme 
scheduled for that area. This includes a three-storey hostel 
of revolutionary design, one of the most modern in Europe, 
and a nearby Sheltered Workshop. 

The hostel will be designed on a cellular construction plan 
with living rooms of polygon shape. It will accommodate 
100 spastic men and women, part of the 120 who will be 
employed in the nearby Sheltered Workshop—a modern 
commercial factory engaged in light industrial production. 
The other 20 spastics live in or near Birmingham. 


The hostel, to be built on the Meadway Estate at a cost 
of nearly £300,000, will have accommodation for 70 men 
and 30 women in either single or double bed-sitting rooms. 
Each residential floor will have its own kitchen so that the 
spastic men and women can make light refreshments when 
entertaining friends. In addition, the hostel will have a 
dining-room, games room with bar, television room and 
writing and quiet room. Placed at convenient intervals will be 
small laundries and drying rooms for residents who wish to 
do their own light laundry. Ample garage and wheelchair 
storage space is being provided. 

The whole aim of the building, which will be fully staffed, 
is to provide a real home as opposed to an “institution” for 
the spastic residents.

i\cal and other firms, but the spastic personnel will also 
develop their own lines for direct sales. 

Colonel J. C. Jefferson, who will be in charge of the 
Sheltered Workshop, says: “The Workshop will be run on 
modern commercial and industrial lines with a keen eye to 
over-all efficiency and costs. The spastic employees will be 
subject to normal factory discipline and will be paid on rates 
to be agreed by the trade unions based on national scales. 
Our employees can elect their own shop stewards to watch 
their interests from the trade union side. 

“The whole organisation is intended to reproduce as far 
as possible a modern commercial factory engaged on light 
industrial production. It is hoped that after an initial 18 
months or so ‘running-in’, our Workshop will be financially 
self-supporting.” 

Ground work on the new buildings—if plans are approved 
—will start in the autumn, but the opening is not likely to 
be before 1964.

Co-operation 

A fine example of co-operation has been added to by the 
decision of Boston District Branch of the N.S.S. to support 
the Lincolnshire Spastics’ Centre. This is a joint project 
supported by six Lincolnshire Groups—Lincoln, Stamford, 
Scunthorpe, Grimsby, Grantham and Boston to build a 
centre for spastics in Scunthorpe at a cost of £50,000. 

This centre will cater for 20 spastic children at a day 
nursery and there will be a residential centre for 25 spastics, 
children and adults, and a work centre for 30 spastics. It 
will be the first purpose-built workshop for spastics with 
residential accommodation. 

Like the other Groups, Boston feel that it is not possible 
for all towns to have a centre but at least they could look 
forward to one in their own county. 

A management committee has been formed with repre- 
sentatives from each Group and it is hoped that building will 
start within a year.

Stories of Achievement—No. 3 


A DETERMINED WELSHMAN 


V 7 ALK down Tylacelyn Road in Penygraig, a small town 

in the Rhondda Valley, and your attention will be 
caught by a blue-painted shop with the name “Welsh Wools 
and Crafts’ and by a window display which is modern, 
colourful and appealing. 


Step inside the shop and you will be welcomed by the 
owner, 39-year-old Glanville David, businessman, lay 
preacher and inventor—a spastic who is determined to 
succeed. 


Glanville, an athetoid, has had a keen business sense since 
he attended the Derwen Cripples Training College at 
Oswestry at the age of 16. There he was taught to make 
mattresses. He was good at it, so good in fact that in 1940, 
in partnership with his father ‘and brother, Brian, he opened 
a small factory for mattress-making in his home town of 
Gilfach Goch, near Porth, Glamorganshire, and soon had 18 
people working for him. 


Then came the credit squeeze and the factory had to be 
closed. 


For Glanville there followed a year of frustration, a year 
of hoping for a job to turn up. But there was nothing. 


He became an agent for the sale of woollen blankets manu- 
factured by the Welsh woollen mills. From his home he 
gradually built up a small business in this way and, in his 
own words, “made some wonderful friends”. But although 
the business was there, Glanville was held back from expand- 
ing because of his inability to travel around. The answer to 
the problem seemed to lie in obtaining a shop. 


Business Men Help 


Some new friends then stepped into the picture. Tenovus, 
a group of Cardiff business men who are doing a great deal 
to aid charities, took Glanville under their wing. They found 
him some disused shop premises in the main street of

Penygraig: they found him a part-time helper, Mrs. Megan 
Jones, a woman with vast experience of the drapery business. 


The National Spastics Society then gave the Welshman a 
grant to stock his premises, and to the woollen blankets he 
added cot covers, pram covers, shawls, rugs, children’s 
clothes and ladies’ lingerie. So, on the first day of September 
last year, the shop opened for business. 


Granville looks to the future with confidence. “There is 
great potential here and I am determined to make a go of it,” 
he says. “So many people have shown me such great kindness 
that I owe it to them to succeed.” 


His tenacity is well illustrated by the way he has overcome 
the difficulty in sending out business letters. He types them 
all himself. To do so he studied his disability for a year, 
working on ways and means of overcoming his shaky hand. 
Finally he hit on a solution. He devised a belt to go round 
his waist with a wrist band attached to it. Before he sits 
down to type he clips this band round his wrist and his hand 
is held steady for typing. 


He also gave thought to the typing table. In a Cardiff 
store he found the answer—a cantilever table, to the top of 
which he hinged a wide surface board. 


A Lay Preacher 


When he is not in his shop, Glanville David can often be 
found in the church pulpit, for he is a qualified lay preacher 
of the Baptist Church. 


Several years ago the Welshman had a character-revealing 
article published in the Spastics’ Quarterly. In it he said: 
“It should at all times be our philosophy in life to minimise 
our difficulties and to magnify our abilities and potentialities.”

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PARENTS’ 


.NE of the most successful parents’ 
conferences, which was attended by 
over 50 delegates and friends, was held 
recently at the St. John’s Institute, Hook 
Road, Epsom. The parents were wel- 
comed by Mr. F. J. Stephens, M.B.E., 
Chairman of the South Eastern Regional 
Council. 


“Employment—Facing The Facts” 
was the theme of a talk by Mr. W. M. C. 
Hargreaves, Industrial Liaison Officer, 
who said that the attitude of people to- 
wards the handicapped was unrealistic. 
“We must remember that spastics have 
human failings, human strengths and 
weaknesses,” he said. “If a spastic per- 
son does not accomplish any great 
achievement, it must be realised that 
shortcomings are common to us all. 


“It is necessary for young people to 
learn to accept their disabilities early in 
life, or when they are older they may 
become embittered. This is especially 
important if they wish to work. They 
must have the right attitude to work, to 
the employer, and to their fellow workers 
—to take a leg pull, if necessary.” 


Mr. Hargreaves also stressed the im- 
portance of the ability to mix, to handle 
one’s wages, and know the value of 
money, and to mask one’s disabilities 
with a good appearance. He described 
the work of the Employment Depart- 
ment, and the way they aim to co- 
ordinate work being done for spastics 
throughout the country, to the end that 
all who can work are found work. Some 
employees could do a good job in open in- 
dustry; others needed the sheltered em- 
ployment offered at Remploy and, in the 
future, at the planned Birmingham 
Workshop. There were rehabilitation 
centres, and already many local groups 
had set up work centres providing occu- 
pation in comfortable surroundings for 
those who lived near enough to attend. 


The Employment Department had also 
started a homeworkers’ scheme, through 
which house-bound spastics made jewel- 
lery and other articles. Unfortunately, 
he said, they were only permitted to 
earn up to 30s. a week, for if they ex- 
ceeded this sum, their national assistance 
money would be reduced, and they would 
be liable to contribute to national 
insurance. 
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AT EPSOM 


In the past three years the Employ- 
ment Department had placed nearly 500 
spastics in full-time jobs. “Our young 
people can live a full and happy life 
within the circle of their handicap,” said 
Mr. Hargreaves. 


Keeping in Touch 

Preparation for going to school was 
described to the parents by Miss E. M. 
Varty, Headmistress of Ingfield Manor. 
She said it was good for the parents and 
the child to visit the school together be- 
fore the child actually started. It gave 
both the chance of meeting staff and 
also of seeing how the routine of the 
school was normal, no allowances being 
made because the children were handi- 
capped. 


She laid stress on the need for normal- 
ity, but asked parents not to expect 
miracles after the first term. ‘Parents 
must enjoy the fact that their child is 
going to school and not have a guilt 
complex about ‘sending them away’. 
They are not deserting their child.” 


Miss Varty stressed the import- 
ance of parents keeping in touch with 
their child while he, or she, was at 
school. Even a postcard just to say 
“hello” made all the difference. 


“Please be sensible when your child is 
at home and don’t be over-protective,” 
she went on. She recommended that 
parents learn from the school what the 
child was capable of doing before he, 
or she, came home, or the good that had 
been done during the term could be un- 
done during the holidays. For example, 
she said, a child may have been taught 
to suck a drink through a straw; but 
when at home his mother might under- 
estimate his capabilities and put him 
back to the bottle. 


Outside Acceptance 


Miss E. F. Townsend, Senior Social 
Worker, spoke on the acceptance of the 
spastic outside the family circle. She 
stressed that this sphere of the spastic 
need was the one in which parents could 
clearly be the greatest helpers. The 
Society, she said, did all it could to 
educate the public to the fact that a 
spastic was primarily a person of normal

needs who happened to suffer a degree 
of physical and, in some cases, allied 
thinking handicap. 

She said that this costly public rela- 
tions work of the Society would be en- 
tirely wasted if parents were left with 
a sense of guilt or embarrassment in 
having a handicapped child. 


She asked her audience to consider 
the indirect benefits which the Society 
gave to spastic children, and not to 
measure the Society’s contribution to 
their child in terms of a wheel-chair 
purchased, a school place made available, 
or a holiday paid for. In her opinion 
the indirect service of showing the cause 
and difficulties of this handicap was of 
greater benefit than material help. She 
asked the parents to consider that one 
of the greatest works the Society had 
achieved was in showing the public that 
one child in roughly every thousand born 
could be handicapped in this way. The 
day of the unique spastic was over, and 
the day of a person suffering an under- 
stood handicap had arrived. 


The .saddest situation seen by the 
social worker was the one where the child 
was reduced by its parents’ anxiety to a 
mere handicap. A child could become a 
pair of injured legs rather than a per- 
son; or a speechless child, rather than a 
child with whom communication had to 
be achieved by some positive means, the 
tragedy being that behind the non-func- 
tioning there lay a normal need! 


Parents’ Duty 


To see the handicapped child as a 
whole person, with certain difficulties to 
be overcome in order to allow him to 
take his full place, was the parents’ first 
duty, she said. It was obvious from 
contact with parents that where they 
were able to take this view, both they 
and the child were happier and the 
family more secure as a result. The 
contribution that the social worker could 
make was in helping the family to under- 
stand the professional advice which was 
often given in the language of the expert. 


In the afternoon the parents saw a 
film on the fourth Assessment Course 
run by the Society’s Employment De- © 
partment and later they visited the 
Epsom Works Centre. 


PILOT SCHEME 


IN HAMPSHIRE 


SUCCESSFUL START 


N OT why? not when? but—‘what are we going to do”! That was the stimulating question a Hamp- 
shire citizen put at a public meeting in Winchester recently to the Society’s Director when he out- 
lined the Society’s pilot scheme of a Town and Village Representative Organisation. It stressed the 


enthusiasm with which the scheme was received. 


Dr. Stevens, who was accompanied by Mrs. Stevens, had 
been invited by the Mayor of Winchester, Councillor Mrs. 
V. D. Neate, to outline the scope and purpose of the scheme. 
“We are looking for ambassadors” he said, “people of good- 
will who, although not able to become full members of a 
Group, can provide a local point of contact between the 
_ Society, its Regions and Groups and individual spastics and 
members of the public. 

“Thus handicapped people in need of help can be put in 
touch with the Society and the Society would be kept in 
touch with the public. In this way distress and tragedy 
might be avoided.” 

The Organiser of the scheme, Captain C. S. B. Swinley, 
has had the difficult task of creating something out of nothing. 
He has had to find himself an office and a secretary, to equip 
the office and to make himself known not only to the four 
Groups of the Society already established in Hampshire but 
also to the heads of local government departments and to the 
leaders of the voluntary organisations whose help and co- 
operation mean much to the scheme. 


Foundations Firmly Laid 

What progress has been made? To answer that question 
we asked Mr. A. M. Frank, Chief Regional Officer. 

“It can now be said that the foundations of the scheme 
have been firmly laid and that the coming months should see 
a steady development in its main purpose—the recruiting of 


representatives to fly the flag of the Society in places where | 


it has not flown before”, said Mr. Frank. 


“Twenty-three volunteers have come forward so far. These 
representatives are asked to perform two tasks—the first 
being to arouse interest in and enlist active support for the 
work of the Society and of its Groups, and the second, even 
more important, to discover those hidden spastics who per- 
haps do not know of the Society’s existence or who are 
unaware of the full extent of the help it can offer them. 


“The latest estimate of the number of spastic persons in 
England and Wales is 75,000. Too few of these are known 
to the Society and to its Groups; many of the more lightly 
handicapped persons do not need help as they can lead more 
or less normal lives: many are being cared for by official 
bodies and by other voluntary organisations; not a few prefer 
to keep their sufferings to themselves—but, even allowing 
for all these there are still too many ‘unknowns’. 


Helpers always Needed 


“The wish of all is that cerebral palsy may be prevented, 
and the Society has guaranteed the sum of £2,000,000 over 
the next ten years to be spent on medical research to this 
end but, until that wish becomes reality, every eight hours a

spastic will be born. The Society can never have too many 
helpers and workers nor can these go on for ever, so that 
replacements and reinforcements will be needed constantly. 
With the birth of each spastic child, there will be a new being 
and two new shocked and bewildered parents to be discovered 
and helped. 


“It is good and necessary that the northern part of Hamp- 
shire should have a higher proportion of volunteers, as it can 
boast at the moment little local activity on behalf of the 
Society and there is much that must and will be done: 
spastics must be sought out and their needs assessed and met 
either individually or by a Group enterprise: new Groups 
based on the larger towns may have to be formed to develop 
the work as the names come in, not only of spastics and their 
parents who need help, but also of those who are willing to 
give of their time and of themselves in helping. 


Challenge 


“The Groups along the sea-board of Hampshire— 
Bournemouth, Poole, Southampton and Portsmouth—are 
coping very well in their different ways with the problems 
that face them but even they find themselves fully committed 
in the urban areas of Southern Hampshire and will welcome 
an access of strength to enable them to enlarge their activities. 

“With almost two out of every thousand persons in this 
island victims of cerebral palsy in one form or another, the 
spastic population of Hampshire can be estimated at some 
1,300 persons. Too few of these are known to the Society 
or to its Groups; their need is a standing challenge to the 
people of Hampshire.” 
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LEARNING THE WAYS OF 
INDUSTRY 


yee time to time we have featured the Society’s 

Employment Assessment Courses in these columns. We 
have pleasure in doing so again, but this time, for the 13th 
course held at the Arundel Hotel, Westcliff-on-Sea, we have 
turned our attention from the social side to the more serious 
nature of these courses. 


At least one session each day is spent on various types of 
practical work—setting up and operating a Wolf power drill, 
setting the type and operating a Tickopres machine, using 
various hand tools, Surform equipment, saws, screwdrivers 
and hammers. The remainder of the practical work is speci- 
ally planned to show the staff how the students respond to 
and tackle a variety of different kinds of work. In the main, 
the staff are assessing the students’ practical ability in the 
following ways: — 


1. Their ability to understand instructions. 

2. Their manual dexterity. 

3. Their speed. 

4. Their concentration and perseverance. 

5. Their attitude to the task that has been set them. 


“Although this may all sound rather formidable,” says 
Miss M. R. Morgan, the Employment Officer, “the students 
do, in fact, thoroughly enjoy the practical work sessions.” 
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A study of concentration is Stuart Fowler of Reading as he 
wrestles with the problem of dismantling a common household tap. 
Stuart, however, says that he has no intention of being a plumber

M® LESLIE GARDNER, B.Sc., Dip.Ed., Dip.Psych., 
who has been associated with the National Spastics 
Society in a sessional capacity for some years, has joined the 
permanent staff as full-time Senior Educational Psychologist. 

Mr. Gardner, who is 36 years of age, is married to a 
psychologist and has two children.

INN CARLING, one of Norway’s leading young 
novelists, who is a spastic and who has studied psychology 
at Oslo University, has now produced a book about the 
handicapped which is different ‘And Yet We Are Human’, 


Chatto & Windus, 12s. 6d.) 

This is not a straightforward auto- 
biographical record but an intricate 
pattern of ideas, in which the author 
examines the various stages of psy- 
chological development through which 
he has reached the point where he 
realizes that he has the right to be 
an individual, different from other 
men, yet sharing with them the mar- 
vellous gift of life in its fullest sense. 
Only then can he “acknowledge” the 
extent of the handicap he has still to 
overcome without “accepting” it in 
the sense of resignation. 

Mr. Carling shows that an increas- 
ingly common attitude in modern 
society is the immature fear of the 
“different”. Some people, he says, 
show outright hostility bred by feel- 
ings of guilt; others try to place the 
cripple in a falsely heroic position. 
But the most humiliating experience 
of all, says the author, can be that of 
the person who feels that the help 
given to him is rendered merely be- 
cause he is disabled, not because he is 
liked as a person. 

There is a message in this book for 
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serious study of this kind.
